Egypt scrap pact 


MADRID, Spain (AP) - Pal­ 
estinian 
guerrillas 
took 
the 
Egyptian ambassador and two 
aides hostage in the Egyptian 
Embassy today and threatened 
to blow up the building at mid­ 
night — 6 p.m. EDT — unless 
Egypt pulls out its Sinai nego­ 
tiating team from Geneva and 
scraps its new disengagement 
accord with Israel. 
One of the five guerrillas said 
explosives had been placed at 
the entrance and all the win­ 
dows of the embassy — a 12- 
room apartment on the first 
floor of an eight-story building 
in the heart of Madrid’s diplo- 


matic quarter. Families in the 
building 
and 
surrounding 
homes were immediately evac­ 
uated. 
The Egyptian government in 
Cairo said it has asked Pale­ 
stinian leader Yaslr Arafat to 
take steps to secure the release 
of the diplomats in Madrid, and 
would hold him and his Pales­ 
tine 
Liberation 
Organization 
personally “responsible for the 
incident 
and 
all 
its 
con­ 
sequences.” 
Egyptian 
President Anwar 
Sadat formed a special com­ 
mittee to deal with the embas­ 
sy siege The seized ambassa- 


dor in Madrid, a horseman and 
golfer, 
is 
related to Sadat 
through marriage. 
A United Nations spokesman 
in Geneva said there were no 
immediate plans to call off the 
next meeting of EXGYPT1AN 
AND 
Israeli Sinai accord negotiators, 
now scheduled for Tuesday. 
The embassy takeover was 
the first such action in Spain 
since the Spanish civil war that 
ended in 1939. 
As the embassy siege began, 
about 40 Palestinian students 
from the University of Madrid 
occupied the Arab League of­ 


fice a quarter of a mile away 
in a rich Madrid residential dis­ 
trict, but left two hours later, 
releasing the Egyptian director 
and secretary unharmed. 
The students said their action 
had no connection with the em­ 
bassy takeover, and was meant 
only to dramatize their identi­ 
cal demand to scrap the Slnal 
accord, 
At the embassy, about five 
Palestinian gunmen held 66- 
year-old Egyptian Ambassador 
Mahmoud Abdul Ghaffar, his 
press attache and a consul hos­ 
tage. They agreed to talk with

Yo u do n’t hav e to be to o o ld to remember a time when a 
certain mino rity o f lawy ers, generally co nsidered to be 
unable to find legitimate clients, were sco rnfully 
referred to as “ ambulance chasers.” The “ ambulance 
chaser” wo uld hasten to the side o f an injured v ictim and 
attempt to build a law suit against the perso n o r perso ns 
who might be accused o f hav ing 
co ntributed to the 
cause o f the accident. The tactic o f the “ ambulance 
chaser” was to pro mise his pro spectiv e client that he had 
no thing to lo se; if the lawy er wo n the case, he wo uld 
pro fit handso mely , but if the case came to naught, there 
wo uld be no fee. 
To day , the practice o f “ ambulance chasing” has been 
raised to an ex o tic lev el inv o lv ing many millio ns o f 
do llars, in the fo rm o f “ malpractice suits” against 
do cto rs. If any thing “ go es wro ng” in either a treatment 
o r an o peratio n, i.e., if the patient do es no t get well o r if 
he dies - the hapless do cto r is mo re and mo re frequently 
subjected 
to 
a 
law 
suit 
filed 
against him fo r 
“ malpractice.” The financial rewards to the lawy er are 
great - any where fro m 30 per cent to 5 0 percent o f the 
cash award to the alleged v ictim o f “ malpractice.” 
Of co urse, in this game there is no way that the 
malpractice lawy er can lo se; since, no matter what a 
do cto r do es, ev ery patient is ev entually go ing to gro w 
o lder (i.e., “ get wo rse” ) and is go ing to die. No do cto r o n 
earth can prev ent these inev itable things fro m hap- 
pining. Of co urse, the skilled medical practitio ner may 
be able to po stpo ne death in his patients fo r many y ears, 
and he may be able to maintain health amo ng his 
patients fo r a much lo nger perio d o f time than if they had 
no t been treated; but, so o ner o r later, the do cto r is go ing 
to lo se o ut. 
Hence, ail that the malpractice lawy er has to do is wait 
fo r the inev itable to happen, and then po unce upo n the 
hapless phy sician. 
Tho mas Ehrlich, Dean o f the Scho o l o f Law at Stanfo rd 
Univ ersity , recently po inted to a surv ey which sho wed 
that o nly 18 per cent o f the peo ple hav e “ a lo t o f co n­ 
fidence” in the legal pro fessio n. Little wo nder. 
One go o d way to start cleaning up the malpractice 
mess wo uld be to curb thro ugh legislatio n the fees that a 
lawy er may co llect fro m such a suit, this guaranteeing 
that the lawy er wo uld be acting in the best interests o f 
bo th patients and do cto rs, and no t simply to line his 
po ckets with go ld.

-A blind perso n can play cards, Scrabble and Mo no po ly 
with braille v ersio ns o f these games. 
-The New Yo rk subway sy stem has braille maps and 
the Chemical Bank o f New Yo rk has intro duced braille 
checking statewide. 
-The Internal Rev enue Serv ice allo ws braille editio ns 
o f bo o ks and magazines to be deducted as a medical 
ex pense fo r the amo unt ex ceeding the co st o f regular 
editio ns. 
Unfo rtunately , say s the Fo undatio n, o nly abo ut 2 5 per 
cent o f the legally blind peo ple are familiar with braille, 
and o nly so me 12 to 15 per cent can read it with ease.

produ cts simply as of v egetable 
oil sou rces. This holds tru e of 
oth e rs —pota to 
c hips,

can get by , why shou ldn’t they ? 
Ju st look at the price dif­ 
ferential. As for heart su fferers, 
let the doctors worry abou t 
them.

THE AMBULANCE 
CHASERS 
You don’t have to be too old to remember a time when a 
certain minority of lawyers, generally considered to be 
unable to find legitimate clients, were scornfully 
referred to as “ambulance chasers.” The “ambulance 
chaser” would hasten to the side of an injured victim and 
attempt to build a law suit against the person or persons 
who might be accused of having 
contributed to the 
cause of the accident. The tactic of the “ambulance 
chaser” was to promise his prospective client that he had 
nothing to lose; if the lawyer won the case, he would 
profit handsomely, but if the case came to naught, there 
would be no fee. 
Today, the practice of “ambulance chasing” has been 
raised to an exotic level involving many millions of 
dollars, in the form of “ malpractice suits” against 
doctors. If anything “ goes wrong” in either a treatment 
or an operation, i.e., if the patient does not get well or if 
he dies - the hapless doctor is more and more frequently 
subjected 
to a 
law 
suit 
filed 
against 
him for 
“malpractice.” The financial rewards to the lawyer are 
great - anywhere from 30 per cent to 50 percent of the 
cash award to the alleged victim oi “ malpractice.” 
Of course, in this game there is no way that the 
malpractice lawyer can lose; since, no matter what a 
doctor does, every patient is eventually going to grow 
older (i.e., “get worse” ) and is going to die. No doctor on 
earth can prevent these inevitable things from hap- 
pining. Of course, the skilled medical practitioner may 
be able to postpone death in his patients for many years, 
and he may be able to maintain health among his 
patients for a much longer period of time than if they had 
not been treated; but, sooner or later, the doctor is going 
to lose out. 
Hence, all that the malpractice lawyer has to do is wait 
for the inevitable to happen, and then pounce upon the 
hapless physician. 
Thomas Ehrlieh, Dean of the School of Law at Stanford 
University, recently pointed to a survey which showed 
that only 18 per cent of the people have “a lot of con­ 
fidence” in the legal profession. Little wonder. 
One good way to start cleaning up the malpractice 
mess would be to curb through legislation the fees that a 
lawyer may collect from such a suit, this guaranteeing 
that the lawyer would be acting in the best interests of 
both patients and doctors, and not simply to line his 
pockets with gold.

REDUCING 
THE HANDICAP 
Braillegrams for the blind and Large-Print Messages 
for the partially sighted, innovations announced the 
other day by Western Union, were much reported in the 
news. 
These are just two, however, of a number of recent 
developments aimed at making life a little easier and 
more convenient for the 6.5 million Americans who suffer 
from some form of severe visual impairment, says the 
American Foundation for the Blind. Some others: 
-Several New York restaurants now provide braille 
menus. 
-Dallas airport has braille signs on doors and 
elevators. 
-A blind person can play cards, Scrabble and Monopoly 
with braille versions of these games. 
-The New York subway system has braille maps and 
the Chemical Bank of New York has introduced braille 
checking statewide. 
-The Internal Revenue Service allows braille editions 
of books and magazines to be deducted as a medical 
expense for the amount exceeding the cost of regular 
editions. 
Unfortunately, says the Foundation, only about 25 per 
cent oi the legally blind people are familiar with braille, 
and only some 12 to 15 per cent can read it with ease. 
“Optacon” 
(shor for Optical Tactile Converter), a 
device with a small camera attachment which converts 
printed type into raised letters that can be read with the 
fingers, has been called a major breakthrough. But the 
device is still very expensive - almost $3,000 - and slow 
to use.

Returning travelers report that, in traveling from 
State to State by car, you can get confused about where 
you can turn right on a red light after a stop. 
This year at least three States - Georgia, West 
V irginia and Wisconsin — adopted laws permitting 
right on red’ at any intersection except where a sign 
prohibits it. The same rule applies in 24 other States, 
according to a survey by the National Committee on 
Univorm Traffic Laws. The 24 States are Alaska, 
Arizona, California, Colorado, Florida, Hawaii, Illinois, 
Indiana, Iowa, Kansas, Kentucky, Minnesota, Missouri, 
Montana, Nevada, New Mexico, North Carolina, North 
Dakota, Ohio, Oklahoma, Oregon, Texas, Utah and 
Washington. 
Right on red is permitted in some places in Nebraska 
but not in others. In the remaining States, this drivir^ 
practice is either banned or allowed only where there are 
signs saving so. 
So if you can’t remember the States which allow right 
on rt*d lights alter a stop, we suggest that you stop, look 
and listen before you make your maneuver - some local 
motorist will either honk his horn or shake his fist at you 
to indicate what the law' says.

It all comes from the same 
cottonseed meal we have long 
fed to livestock. 
The processed stuff is quite 
bland in flavor, another way of 
saying it lends itself to almost 
any kind of flavor man wishes to 
give it.

decades up to 1967, world export 
of palm oil remained at almost a 
constant 550,000 tons. But in the 
next seven years, up to 1974, 
export more than doubled to 1.3 
million tons. 
Now growers in the leading 
producing nations, Indonesia, 
Malaysia, 
Ivory 
Coast 
and 
others, are beginning to realize 
the tremendous potentials and 
are now expanding production 
by thousands of acres in each 
country. More significant, it 
takes three to five years for a 
tree to begin bearing, even 
longer to peak, but once bearing 
they continue to bear for 30 to 35 
years. Thus, by 1980, today’s 1.4 
million tons of export are ex­ 
pected to increase to more than

tons—about 
the 
equivalent of U.S. soybean oil 
production. 
All of this is competition for 
the other oil crops grown in the 
world; particularly so for the 
U.S. and its soybeans. Adding to 
this threat is the price, about 23 
cents a pound in U.S. markets 
for palm oil as compared with 
about 31 cents for soybean oil. 
However, palm oil has one 
handicap: like animal fats, it is 
a highly saturated fat, the very 
kind so many in the U.S. medical 
profession warn against as an

to 
heart

problems. 
For this reason, margarine 
makers have been a bit leary of 
palm oil, for they must clearly 
label the sources of fats used in 
m a n u fa c tu re . 
S h ortening 
manufacturers have been able 
to avoid that type of labeling, 
however, and describe their 
products simply as of vegetable 
oil sources. This holds true of 
o th e rs —p o ta to 
c h ip s , 
specialties, etc. As long as they 
can get by, why shouldn’t they? 
Just look at the price dif­ 
ferential. As for heart sufferers, 
let the doctors worry about 
them.

WASHINGTON

Tuesday,

19, 
black 
Congressman Charles Rangel of 
Manhattan’s upper West Side 
strode 
over 
to 
the 
State 
D epartm ent 
and 
handed 
Secretary 
Henry 
Kissinger, 
formerly of the upper, upper 
West Side, an angry 16-page 
document. 
Speaking 
for 
the 
Congressional 
Black Caucus, 
which he chairs, Rangel hit all 
the high spots - the caucus 
wanted more black diplomats, 
more employes in “State,” no 
chrome from Rhodesia, a ban on 
arms to South Africa and lots 
more. 
Some weeks earlier the 45- 
year-old Charley Rangel had 
w ritten to President Ford 
protesting the nomination of 
Pulitzer prize historian Daniel 
Boorstin 
as 
L ibrarian 
of 
Congress, charging tne latter 
with “insensitivity” to blacks. 
So it’s been. Daily, neither 
Charley nor the caucus these 
days misses a chance to go in 
swinging for their black con­ 
stituents and “interests.” 
Now the caucus is preparing 
to screen the Dem ocratic 
presidential hopefuls - on whom 
they want real input since by 
this time it’s clear the caucus 
believes that black America 
virtually 
is 
solidly 
against 
Jerry Ford. That still is to be 
computed 
next 
presidential 
election night. But what’s 
of 
mighty significant interest, now 
that

Black 
Caucus 
machinery and headquarters 
are pulsating with considerable 
professional smoothness, is - 
whom do most erf them want for 
President? 
A few conversations and up 
comes the answer - ex-Georgia 
Governor Jimmy Carter, at 50 
an ex-Navy man, ex-colleague of 
Admiral Hyman Rickover on 
nuclear submarine development 
and according to some caucus 
leaders “the fresh face which 
can beat Jerry Ford.” 
To 
the 
jesting 
retort 
of 
“Carter, 
who?” 
the answer 
comes swiftly: "He is young, 
he’s handsome, he can cut up 
George Wallace in the March 9 
Florida primary and make the 
April 6 New York contest a 
third-rate race.” 
To a “you must be kidding” 
reply, the riposte is: 
“Remember someone called 
Lyndon Johnson? How many did 
he draw when he first came into 
New York as vice-presidential 
candidate? Who knew of him?” 
I was there when Lyndon 
Johnson “stormed” Manhattan 
during the 1960 campaign. His 
first “mass rally” drew 25 
people at the late Hotel Astor. It 
took 
David 
Dubinsky, 
then 
president of the ladies garment 
workers union, to get LBJ a 
crowd by closing needle trade 
shops and getting Lyndon into 
the garment area. 
And the Black Caucus leaders 
say 
that 
labor would 
take 
Jimmy Carter if he cuts down 
Wallace 
in 
that 
Florida 
primary. They would, I believe. 
Carter and the union people 
differ mainly on the health in­ 


surance issue. 
What 
mostly 
worries 
the 
Black Caucus is their concern 
over Jerry 
Ford’s “slipping 
into the White House in 1976 on 
the political blood which the 
Democratic candidates will spill 
as they cut each other up in 
those 33 primaries.” 
But when one persists in 
pushing 
questions 
in 
Black 
Caucus circles on “who,” if not 
Jimmy Carter, the name of Sen. 
Hubert Humphrey always turns 
up - as it does more and more 
frequently now in the highest 
labor circles. 
There 
was, 
for 
example, 
considerable enthusiastic talk of 
“Hubert” 
at 
the AFL-CIO 
Industrial Union Dept. (IUD) 
convention in Pittsburgh this 
past week. And the IUD is a 
positive cross-section of labor 
thought. It’s significantly in­ 
fluenced by its president I. W. 
(Abe) Abel, who, during the 1972 
Miami convention,

Jackson. Not now. 
And always there’s talk of 
New York’s Gov. Hugh Carey. 
The black community cheers 
him on. But as was once said of 
Dwight Eisenhower, Carey is 
running like a "dry creek.” 
There’s disorganization inside 
his Capitol office. 
Tying it all up, one top Black 
Caucus leader put it this way: 
“We want a fresh face. We 
believe Jimmy Carter could win 
if he ever got some exposure. We 
don’t want any of the old losers, 
but that Humphrey, he keeps 
coming back like a steamroller. 
Sure, he could win. Give him 
Carter or Carey to run with. But 
we’d sure like a fresh face and 
that means Carter to us. ”

Congressmen surely don’t 
speak for a massive nationwide 
black community. But certainly, 
caucus leaders with whom I

Congressional

Caucus 
itself isn’t united since they

Elizabeth Ann Seton, a convert 
to Catholicism nearly 200 years 
ago who has become the first 
native-born American saint. 
U. S. Ambassador John Volpe 
and Henry Cabot Lodge, Presi­ 
dent Ford’s envoy to the Vati­ 
can, were giving a reception 
for many of the nearly 20,000 
Americans who came to Rome 
for the canonization ceremony 
in St. Peter’s Square Sunday. 
In the evening, John Cardinal 
Wright, the highest ranking 
American at the Vatican, was 


The 77-year-old pontiff led the 
service standing at an altar 
atop the steps of St. Peter’s 
Basilica. He spoke in carefully 
enunciated English. 
Hie music was supplied by 
the Vatican’s Sistine Choir and 
the Community Chorus of Em- 
mitsburg, Md., where in 1809, 
Mother Seton founded the Sis­ 
ters of Charity, the first reli­ 
gious order of women in the 
United States. 
The crowd included a thou­ 
sand of the 8,000 Sisters of 
Charity and more than 15,000 
other Americans who came to 
Rome on a seven-day, $500 
package trip.

ST. LOUIS (AP) — Mike Vail closed in on a major 
league record for rookies and admitted mixed emotions. 
The 23-year-old Vail, a September sensation, drilled a 
fourth-inning single for the New York Mets in their 
Sunday game against the St. Louis Cardinals. 
Afterward, however, he also proved human and struck 
out twice, once to extinguish a rally, as the Mets dropped 
a 6-2 decision. 
“I was pretty happy about that,” acknowledged Vail, 
whose ground single off Cards starter John Denny ex­ 
tended his hitting string to 22 games, matching the 
longest this season in the majors. 
‘‘But I wasn’t happy about the way I struck out,” added

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the dark-haired outfielder, a victim later of both Denny, 
10-5, and reliever Mike Garman. 
‘‘I tried to hold up on it,” he said of a low, outside fast 
ball with which Garman fanned him for the third out with 
two on in a two-run Mets eighth. 
Had the rest of the Mets been enjoying foktunes similar 
to Vail, the International League’s batting king, New 
York might conceivably still be in the National League 
East Division race. 
But, with Tom Seaver again among Met pitchers 
suffering abuse, the fourth-place club sank 10 games out 
of first with 13 to go. 
“The ‘in-betweeners’ count, too,” noted Seaver, 21-9, 
who was battered by Bake McBride’s triple and four 
Card singles in 2 1-3 innings before departing with a 3-0 
deficit. 


Big Red stumble 
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DENVER (AP) — It was bil­ 
led as a National Football 
League game, but it would 
have been more appropriate for 
a labor writer than sports 
writ«* to have covered die de­ 
velopments. 
Overshadowing Denver’s 21- 
17 victory over St. Louis in a 
pre-season finale Sunday was 
the Cardinal players’ vote to 
strike because of lack of prog­ 
ress in reaching a new labor 
contract between the league 
and the players’ union. 
Setting off the dispute was a 
vote by New England Patriot 
players not to play their sched- - 
uled Sunday game with the 
New York Jets. The league re­ 
sponded by suspending the Pa­ 
triot players, saying they would 
not be paid and could not prac­ 
tice until the strike was called 
off. 
The Cardinals also voted Sat­ 
urday to strike, but by barely 
more than 50 per cent. Player 
representative Tom Banks in­ 
sisted that the majority be 
closer to 75 per cent. 
On Sunday, only a few hours 
before kickoff, the Cardinals 
met again. The players agreed 
before hand that they would 
boycott the game if 75 per cent 
voted to strike. The vote was 
30-16, or five votes short of the 
required number to strike. 
So the Cards dressed and 
took the field “reluctantly,” ac­ 
cording to Banks. 
“What we were trying to do 
was take the pressure off the 
Patriots,” 
explained 
Banks. 
“We completely support the 
Patriots’ move and reject man­ 


agement’s efforts to punish 
them in any way. 
“But one consideration for 
playing was that the fans al­ 
ready were on th$ir way to the 
game. There wasn’t enough 
time to be right with them.” 
Banks added that if further 
action is taken against the Pa­ 
triots, “we will vote again.” 
St. Louis Coach Don Coryell 
said he wasn't aware whether 
the strike activity might have 
affected his players’ concentra­ 
tion, adding that “I certainly 
wouldn’t use that for an ex­ 
cuse.” 
But winning Coach John Ral­ 
ston said he suspected that 
“mentally, the strike activity 
takes the edge off some play­ 
ers.” 
Ralston disagreed that the 
strike might spread leaguew- 
ide. “The teams are ready now 
to get into the regular season, 
and I think this will simmer 
right down.” 
The Broncos did not vote to 
strike, but player representa­ 
tive Ray May said Denver 
would have remained in the 
dressing room if the Cards had 
reached a strike vote. “We 
would have respected their de­ 
cision,” May said. 
Lost in the strike agitation 
was Denver running back Otis 
Armstrong’s performance dur­ 
ing the game. 
Armstrong, 
seeing his first extensive action 
since winning the NFL rushing 
title last year, ran for 130 yards 
and scored two touchdowns. 
Denver’s three scores came 
on successive possessions in the 


third quarter as the Broncos 
built a 21-7 lead, then survived 
a fourth-quarter Cardinal rally. 
Jim Hart hit Mel Gray on a 
perfect 38-yard scoring bomb 
and a Jim Bakken field goal 
cut the deficit to 21-17, but Den­ 
ver controlled the hall for the 
final four minutes. 
Initially, at least, the Cards 
showed no effects of the strike 
activity. They drove 77 yards 
on their first possession for a 
score with 4:1» left in the open­ 
ing period. On the key play of 
the drive, Terry Metcalf ran 18 
yards with a short pass on a 
“ third-and-16 situation. Eddie 
Moss got the TD on a two-yard 
plunge. 
But Denver totally dominated 
the second period. Armstrong 
climaxed the first drive with a 
one-yard plunge. Calvin Jones’ 
interception in the end zone 
thwarted a St. Louis scoring 
threat, and the Broncos came 
right back for another TD. 
Armstrong’s 41-yard run high­ 
lighted the drive, and fullback 
Jon Keyworth scored the short 
yardage TD. 
Three plays later, linebacker 
May intercepted Hart and re­ 
turned 26 yards to the Cardinal 
11-yard line. On a busted play, 
Armstrong scored again from 
the one-yard line, giving Den­ 
ver a two touchdown bulge. 
Both teams wound up the 
pre-season with 3-3 records. 
Denver opens its regular sea­ 
son, pending more extensive 
strike activity, next Sunday 
here against Kansas City. St.

Patriots strike

Sympathy abounds among 
National Football League play­ 
ers for the New England Patri­ 
ots’ lonely strike stance. Wheth­ 
er it can be turned into real 
support in the next 48 hours 
will likely determine the out­ 
come of the players’ latest 
rebellion. 
The Patriots, in a show of 
solidarity, voted to strike and 
forced the cancellation of their 
Sunday exhibition against the 
New York Jets in the belief 
that others would follow their 
demand that NFL owners and 
the players’ union reach agree­ 
ment on a new labor contract. 
The followers did not mate­ 
rialize over the weekend and 
now the Patriots face a lockout 
by management if they attempt 
to resume practice Tuesday for 
this weekend’s NFL opener 
against Houston. 
Team after team announced 
Sunday they supported the Pa­ 
triots. The St. Louis Cardinals 
even voted 30-16 to strike, but 
decided that vote was not 
strong enough and went ahead 
with their exhibition game 
against Denver, which the 
Broncos won 21-17. 
“We do not enjoy this task 
which we have taken upon our­ 
selves,” said Randy Vataha, 
player representative for the 
Patriots, who voted 39-2 to 
strike. Vataha, holding a news 


conference 
in a restaurant 
parking lot in Foxboro, Mass., 
Sunday, called on the other 25 
NFL clubs to join the Patriots 
on the strike line. 
But with one week remaining 
before the NFL season opens — 
when the players betin drawing 
regular checks — there were no 
immediate takers. Player rep­ 
resentatives for four teams — 
Buffalo, Denver, Cincinnati and 
Dallas — said their teams 
would not vote to strike, and 
others said they had no imme­ 
diate intentions of taking strike 
votes. 
Hovering over the Patriots 
and any other team which 
strikes is this management 
statement: any team which 
strikes will not be paid and 
may not practice or play a 
game until a contract is signed 
or until the players union deliv­ 
ers a no-strike pledge. 
Washington quarterback Billy 
Kilmer said players across the 
league were concerned that the 
Patriots not be punished for 
their actions. He noted that the 
Redskins would meet today to 
discuss what action they should 
take, and he said he would vote 
to strike. 
In Washington, Ed Garvey, 
executive director of the play­ 
ers’ union, huddled with aides 
throughout the day Sunday. 
Sargent Karch, executive direc­ 
tor of the NFL Management 
Council, did the seme in New 


York. Both said they were will­ 
ing to negotiate; both said no 
new sessions were scheduled. 
All of which only escalates 
the hard feelings which have 
developed since Jan. 31, 1974 
when the last contract between 
the union and the league ex­ 
pired. A strike last summer 
dissolved in failure without 
bringing a new agreement. 
“This is an outrage,” said 
Cleveland owner Arthur Modett, 
and others in management had 
similar comments about the 
latest strike. 
The impasse which started 
the problems remains: the un­ 
ion insists that league rules 
which bind a player to one 
team are illegal and should be 
settled in the courts; the league 
insists they must be negotiated. 
From those stances, the two 
sides have never budged. ■

ST. LOUIS (AP) — Mike Vail closed in on a major 
league record for rookies and admitted mixed emotions. 
The 23-year-old Vail, a September sensation, drilled a 
fourth-inning single for the New York Mets in their 
Sunday game against the St. Louis Cardinals. 
Afterward, however, he also proved human and struck 
out twice, once to extinguish a rally, as the Mets dropped 
a 6-2 decision. 
“I was pretty happy about that,” acknowledged Vail, 
whose ground single off Cards starter John Denny ex­ 
tended his hitting string to 22 games, matching the 
longest this season in the majors. 
‘‘But I wasn’t happy about the way I struck out,” added 
8 
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the dark-haired outfielder, a victim later of both Denny, 
10-5, and reliever Mike Garman. 
‘‘I tried to hold up on it,” he said of a low, outside fast 
ball with which Garman fanned him for the third out with 
two on in a two-run Mets eighth. 
Had the rest of the Mets been enjoying foktunes similar 
to Vail, the International League’s batting king, New 
York might conceivably still be in the National League 
East Division race. 
But, with Tom Seaver again among Met pitchers 
suffering abuse, the fourth-place club sank 10 games out 
of first with 13 to go. 
‘‘The ‘in-betweeners’ count, too,” noted Seaver, 21-9, 
who was battered by Bake McBride’s triple and four 
Card singles in 2 1-3 innings before departing with a 3-0

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Big Red stumble 
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DENVER (AP) - It was bil­ 
led as a National Football 
League game, but it would 
have been more appropriate for 
a 
labor writer than sports 
writer to have covered the de­ 
velopments. 
Overshadowing Denver’s 21- 
17 victory over St. Louis in a 
pre-season finale Sunday was 
the Cardinal players’ vote to 
strike because of lack of prog­ 
ress in reaching a new labor 
contract between the league 
and the players’ union. 
Setting off the dispute was a 
vote by New England Patriot 
players not to play their sched- • 
uled Sunday game with the 
New York Jets. The league re­ 
sponded by suspending the Pa­ 
triot players, saying they would 
not be paid and could not prac­ 
tice until the strike was called 
off. 
The Cardinals also voted Sat­ 
urday to strike, but by barely 
more than 50 per cent. Player 
representative Tom Banks in­ 
sisted that the majority be 
closer to 75 per cent. 
On Sunday, only a few hours 
before kickoff, the Cardinals 
met again. The players agreed 
before hand that they would 
boycott the game if 75 per cent 
voted to strike. The vote was 
30-16, or five votes short of the 
required number to strike. 
So the Cards dressed and 
took the field “reluctantly,” ac­ 
cording to Banks. 
“What we were trying to do 
was take the pressure off the 
Patriots,” 
explained 
Banks. 
“We completely support the 
Patriots’ move and reject man­ 


agement’s efforts to punish 
them in any way. 
“But one consideration for 
playing was that the fans al­ 
ready were on their way to the 
game. There wasn’t enough 
time to be right with them.” 
Banks added that if further 
action is taken against the Pa­ 
triots, “we will vote again.” 
St. Louis Coach Don Coryell 
said he wasn’t aware whether 
the strike activity might have 
affected his players’ concentra­ 
tion, adding that “I certainly 
wouldn’t use that for an ex­ 
cuse.” 
But winning Coach John Ral­ 
ston said he suspected that 
“mentally, the strike activity 
takes the edge off some play­ 
ers.” 
Ralston disagreed that the 
strike might spread leaguew- 
ide. “The teams are ready now 
to get into the regular season, 
and I think this will simmer 
right down.” 


The Broncos did not vote to 
strike, but player representa­ 
tive Ray May said Denver 
would have remained in the 
dressing room if the Cards had 
reached a strike vote. “We 
would have respected their de­ 
cision,” May said. 
Lost in the strike agitation 
was Denver running back Otis 
Armstrong’s performance dur­ 
ing 
the 
game. 
Armstrong, 
seeing his first extensive action 
since winning the NFL rushing 
title last year, ran for 130 yards 
and scored two touchdowns. 
Denver’s three scores came 
on successive possessions in the 


third quarter as the Broncos 
built a 21-7 lead, then survived 
a fourth-quarter Cardinal rally. 
Jim Hart hit Mel Gray on a 
perfect 38-yard scoring bomb 
and a Jim Bakken field goal 
cut the deficit to 21-17, but Den­ 
ver controlled the ball for the 
final four minutes. 
Initially, at least, the Cards 
showed no effects of the strike 
activity. They drove 77 yards 
on their first possession for a 
score with 4:19 left in the open­ 
ing period. On the key play of 
the drive, Terry Metcalf ran 18 
yards with a short pass on a 
‘ third-and-16 
situation. 
Eddie' 
Moss got the TD on a two-yard 
plunge. 
But Denver totally dominated 
the second period. Armstrong 
climaxed the first drive with a 
one-yard plunge. Calvin Jones’ 
interception in the end zone 
thwarted a St. Louis scoring 
threat, and the Broncos came 
right back for another TD. 
Armstrong’s 41-yard run high­ 
lighted the drive, and fullback 
Jon Keyworth scored the short 
yardage TD. 


Three plays later, linebacker 
May intercepted Hart and re­ 
turned 26 yards to the Cardinal 
11-yard line. On a busted play, 
Armstrong scored again from 
the one-yard line, giving Den­ 
ver a two touchdown bulge. 
Both teams wound up the 
pre-season with 3-3 records. 
Denver opens its regular sea­ 
son, pending more extensive 
strike activity, next Sunday 
here against Kansas City. St.

Patriots strike

Sympathy 
abounds 
among 
National Football League play­ 
ers for the New England Patri­ 
ots’ lonely strike stance. Wheth­ 
er it can be turned into real 
support in the next 48 hours 
will likely determine the out­ 
come of the players’ latest 
rebellion. 
The Patriots, in a show of 
solidarity, voted to strike and 
forced the cancellation of their 
Sunday exhibition against the 
New York Jets in the belief 
that others would follow their 
demand that NFL owners and 
the players’ union reach agree­ 
ment on a new labor contract. 
The followers did not mate­ 
rialize over the weekend and 
now the Patriots face a lockout 
by management if they attempt 
to resume practice Tuesday for 
this weekend’s NFL opener 
against Houston. 
Team after team announced 
Sunday they supported the Pa­ 
triots. The St. Louis Cardinals 
even voted 30-16 to strike, but 
decided that vote was not 
strong enough and went ahead 
with 
their exhibition game 
against 
Denver, 
which 
the 
Broncos won 21-17. 
“We do not enjoy this task 
which we have taken upon our­ 
selves,” said Randy Vataha, 
player representative for thè 
Patriots, who voted 39-2 to 
£ 
strike. Vataha, holding a news 


conference 
in a 
restaurant 
parking lot in Foxboro, Mass., 
Sunday, called on the other 25 
NFL clubs to join the Patriots 
on the strike line. 
But with one week remaining 
before the NFL season opens — 
when the players betin drawing 
regular checks — there were no 
immediate takers. Player rep­ 
resentatives for four teams — 
Buffalo, Denver, Cincinnati and 
Dallas — said their teams 
would not vote to strike, and 
others said they had no imme­ 
diate intentions of taking strike 
votes. 
Hovering over the Patriots 
and any other team which 
strikes is this management 
statement: any team which 
strikes will not be paid and 
may not practice or play a 
game until a contract is signed 
or until the players union deliv­ 
ers a no-strike pledge. 
Washington quarterback Billy 
Kilmer said players across the 
league were concerned that the 
Patriots not be punished for 
their actions. He noted that the 
Redskins would meet today to 
discuss what action they should 
take, and he said he would vote 
to strike. 
In Washington, Ed Garvey, 
executive director of the play­ 
ers’ union, huddled with aides 
throughout the day Sunday. 
Sargent Karch, executive direct 
tor of the NFL Management 
Cq^ncil, did the same in New 


York. Both said they were will­ 
ing to negotiate; both said no 
new sessions were scheduled. 
All of which only escalates 
the hard feelings which have 
developed since Jan. 31, 1974 
when the last contract between 
the union and the league ex­ 
pired. A strike last summer 
dissolved in failure without 
bringing a new agreement. 
“This is an outrage,” said 
Cleveland owner Arthur Modell, 
and others in management had 
similar comments about the 
latest strike. 
The impasse which started 
the problems remains: the un­ 
ion insists that league rules 
which bind a player to one 
team are illegal and should be 
settled in the courts; the league 
insists they must be negotiated. 
From those stances, the two 
sides have never budged.

Four 
spelunkers, students at St. 
Mary’s 
University 
in 
San 
Antonio, had just come back 
from their fourth cave-hunting 
expedition on the 2,200-acre 
ranch 
where 
the 
Wuest 
Heidemanns 
raise 
Hereford 
cattle and Angora and Spanish 
goats. 
While probing through rocks 
and debris, they had felt a cool 
updraft of air and found a 
crawlway only 11 inches wide. 
They folowed its twisting course 
more than 60 feet beneath the 
surface, where it opened into 
huge caverns. “You’ve got 
something here that is more 
beautiful and colorful than ever 
Carlsbad Caverns,’’ the dusty 
explorers told her. 
“Frankly, I didn’t believe 
them’’ Mrs. Wuest Heidemann 
said. “I told them to go back and 
take along my son Reginald, 
who was then about 17, and to 
get some color photographs.” 
What those photos revealed is 
now seen by thousands, the 
magnificent 
Natural Bridge 
Caverns, largest in Texas and 
now officially a Registered U.S. 
Natural Landmark. 
Texas Gov. John Connally 
came to the hill-country ranch in 
1964 to dedicate the caves as a 
state Nstorical site and called 
them “a jewel in the crown of 
Texas attractions.” 
This is a “living cave”, 
meaning that water, bearing 
limestone sediment and other 
minerals, continues to seep from 
ground level deep into the 
passages, dripping from walls 
and ceilings to form new 
deposits. The moisture keeps the 
colors in the stone brilliant, 


much as varnish on an oil 
painting restores brightness to 
the dry pigments. 
Mrs. 
Wuest 
Heidemann, 
who had only passing interest in 
caves before 1960, these 15 yean 
have meant a new way of life, 
although her son still continues 
ranch operations. 
Persons from all 50 states and 
64 foreign countries have visited 
the caverns, and Mrs. Wuest 
Heidemann is now a recognized 
cave 
specialist 
and 
past 
president of the National Caves 
Association, which she helped 
found. She served as first (and 
only) lady president of the 
association and first active 
chairman of the board. 
Her first husband, Hilmar 
Wuest, “knew here was a cave 
here since he was a child, and 
we always suspected there was 
more to it.” The old cave, ac­ 
tually an arm of the cavern 
system found by the students, 
has never been opened to the 
public. Wuest was killed when a 
piece of ranch equipment ex­ 
ploded in 1956, and in 1961, the 
widow married former Texas 
highway 
patrolman 
Harry 
Heidemann. 
“We traveled all over the 
country visiting other caves to 
see what had been one with 
them,” Mrs. Wuest Heidemann 
said. “Then the U.S. Depart­ 
ment of Interior sent a survey 
team to evaluate our caverns.” 
It was finally opened in 1964 
after the entrance was cleared 
and safe paths and miles of 
electrical 
lighting were in 
stalled. 
The caverns are named for the 
60-foot span of natural limestone 
that arches the entrance. Inside 
are 
many 
softly 
lighted 
chambers and passages, each 
with 
distinctive formations. 
Largest is the “Hall of the 
Mountain Kings”, with a 100-foot 
ceiling and 35,000 square feet of 
floor space - larger than a 
football field. An “Emerald 
Lake” is a combination of 


shimmering 
fiowstone 
and 
green water. 
Elsewhere, there is a forest of 
stone columns, perfect “fried 
eggs” in two-toned deposits, 
chandaliers, 
curtains, 
thin 
“soda straws”, and, as ex­ 
pected, 
stalactites 
and 
stalagmits - all in stone. It takes 
a century for a figure the size of 
a marshamallow to form this 
way, yet many forms are scores 
of feet high and yards thick. 
Major discoveries were made 
here also of vertebrate remains 
on1 spearheads dating back 5,000 
years, indicating that seven or 
eight different Indian tribes 
inhabited this region over the 
centuries. Traces of deer and 
bison, small mammals, birds, 
snakes, frogs and turtles gave 
evidence of creahrvw that took 
refuge in the comfortable cave 
climate, which never varies 
from 70 degrees. 
Most 
exciting,

thropologically, was a human 
leg bone and spearpoint believed 
they

Some of the artifacts ere 
displayed on the ground in the

Memorial 
Visitors Center, which also 
includes a gift shop and snack 
bar. A storybook, “Tiny Town”, 
and animal park for children are 
nearby. 
Mrs. Wuest Heidemann in­ 
dicates that they hope someday 
to open more of the caverns to 
the public. “We were able to 
trace the upstream section by 
drilling core holes down from 
the surface,” she said, “and now 
are exploring and mapping 
underground.”

NATURAL 
BRIDGE 
CAVERNS, Tex. - “I’ll never 
forget that day,” laughed Mrs. 
Clara 
Wuest 
Heidemann. 
“They were so excited and all 
talking at once ... I had to get 
them to slow down so I could 
understand them.” 
It was March 27,1960, the day 
that changed her life. Four 
spelunkers, 
students 
at 
St. 
Mary’s 
University 
in 
San 
Antonio, had just come back 
from their fourth cave-hunting 
expedition on the 2,200-acre 
ranch 
where 
the 
Wuest 
Heidemanns 
raise 
Hereford 
cattle and Angora and Spanish 
goats. 
While probing through rocks 
and debris, they had felt a cool 
updraft of air and found a 
crawlway only 11 inches wide. 
They followed its twisting course 
more than 60 feet beneath the 
surface, where it opened into 
huge 
caverns. 
“You’ve 
got 
something here that is more 
beautiful and colorful than ever 
Carlsbad Caverns,” the dusty 
explorers told her. 
“Frankly, I didn’t believe 
them” Mrs. Wuest Heidemann 
said. “I told them to go back and 
take along my son Reginald, 
who was then about 17, and to 
get some color photographs.” 
What those photos revealed is 
now seen by thousands, the 
magnificent 
Natural 
Bridge 
Caverns, largest in Texas and 
now officially a Registered U.S. 
Natural Landmark. 
Texas Gov. John Connally 
came to the hill-country ranch in 
1964 to dedicate the caves as a 
state listencal site and called 
them “a jewel in the crown of 
Texas attractions.” 
This 
is 
a 
“living cave”, 
meaning that water, bearing 
limestone sediment and other 
minerals, continues to seep from 
ground 
level deep into the 
passages, dripping from walls 
and 
ceilings 
to 
form 
new 
deposits. The moisture keep6 the 
colors in the stone brilliant, 


much as varnish on an oil 
painting restores brightness to 
the dry pigments. 
Mrs. 
Wuest 
Heidemann, 
who had only passing interest in 
caves before 1960, these 15 years 
have meant a new way of life, 
although her son still continues 
ranch operations. 
Persons from all 50 states and 
64 foreign countries have visited 
the caverns, and Mrs. Wuest 
Heidemann is now a recognized 
cave 
specialist 
and 
past 
president of the National Caves 
Association, which she helped 
found. She served as first (and 
only)

chairman of the board. 
Her first husband, Hilmar 
Wuest, “knew here was a cave 
here since he was a child, and 
we always suspected there was 
more to it.” The old cave, ac­ 
tually an arm of the cavern 
system found by the students, 
has never been opened to the 
public. Wuest was killed when a 
piece of ranch equipment ex­ 
ploded in 1956, and in 1961, the 
widow married former Texas

Heidemann. 
‘‘We traveled all over the 
country visiting other caves to 
see what had been one with 
them,” Mrs. Wuest Heidemann 
said. “Then the U.S. Depart­ 
ment of Interior sent a survey 
team to evaluate our caverns.” 
It was finally opened in 1964 
after the entrance was cleared 
and safe paths and miles of 
electrical

The caverns are named for the 
60-foot span of natural limestone 
that arches the entrance. Inside 
are 
many

chambers and passages, each 
with 
distinctive 
formations. 
Largest is the “Hall of the 
Mountain Kings”, with a 100-foot 
ceiling and 35,000 square feet of 
floor space -- larger than a 
football field.

combination of 


flowstone 
and 
shimmering 
green water. 
Elsewhere, there is a forest of 
stone columns, perfect “fried 
eggs” in two-toned deposits, 
chandaliers,

stalagmits - all in stone. It takes 
a century for a figure the size of 
a marshamallow to form this 
way, yet many forms are scores 
of feet high and yards thick. 
Major discoveries were made 
here also of vertebrate remains 
and spearheads doting back 5,000 
years, indicating that seven or 
eight different Indian tribes 
inhabited this region over the 
centuries.

blockaded after the relocated 
pavement is completed, with 
two 
accesses 
available 
for 
persons now living along Route 
3. 
Currently, 
Superior 
Struc­ 
tures Co., Inc., of Marion is 
working on the relocation of the 


ICG tracks at Route 3. A new 
structure is being built to carry 
the tracks over 3. Cost for this 
project is $2.1 million. 
Ray said that if the 1-57 bridge 
is not completed, but the ap­ 
proach and Route 3 relocation is, 
the DOT will close 
the tem­ 
porary 1-57 connector north of 
Cairo and open the cloverleaf at 
Route 3. Completion date for the 
1-57 Mississippi River bridge is 
expected by 1978. 
Along with the work on Routes 
3 and 51, construction crews are 
rebuilding an old road located 
west of Route 51 and south of 
Glen’s. Ray said the road has 
not been cleared of bushes and 
trees for many years and now it 
will be reworked and rebuilt. 
About 20 per cent of the work 
on the 1-57 bridge approach is 
completed, Roy Haris, engineer 
with the DOT’S bureau of con­ 
struction, said. This contract 
was let in September 1972 for 
$5.1 million to Simonds and J. D. 
Barter 
Construction 
Co. 
of 
Harrisburg. The approach work 
also includes building of the 
cloverleafs and work on Route 3 
west of the 1-57 bridge. 
The contract for the sub­ 
structure is held by A1 Johnson 
Construction Co., with offices 
north of Cairo. This contract was 
awarded at a cost of $10.8 
million. A $10.6 million super­ 


structure contract is held by a 
St. Louis firm. 
To arrive at the almost $50 
million construction figure, Ray 
said he added the $29.3 million 
cost for the bridge itself, in­ 
cluding a proposed $8 million for 
decking 
and 
painting, 
$4.9 
million for work from the ICG 
structure at Route 3 south and 
$14.8 million for work from the 
Cache River south to the 1-57 
bridge. A major expense in this 
road work is building of several 
structures to cany the road over 
railroad tracks or small bodies 
of water. The structures, other 
than the 1-57 bridge and the ICG 
overpass, include a bridge over 
the Cache River and the Golden 
Libby bridge. 
DOT officials have provided 
figures that show a maximum of 
18,000 
vehicles 
are 
passing 
through Cairo daily. Of this 
figure, 6,600 are recorded as 
crossing the Ohio River bridge 
and 6,200 over the Mississippi 
River bridge. 
This 
includes

DOT offiscials also estimate 
that after the 1-57 bridge is 
completed 
that 
the

volume through Cairo should be 
reduced to 12,000.

Missourians open their doctor 
bills in October many will find 
the envelopes contain something 
extra.

immunization 
timetable, which recommends a 
schedule 
for 
immunizing 
children 
against 
measles, 
mumps, 
polio 
and 
other 
diseases, and a record book for 
keeping 
track 
of 
the 
im­ 
munizations a child receives. 
Why are doctors doing this? 
One reason is their wives have 
asked 
them 
to; 
but, 
also, 
because of general concern that 
more than 20 per cent of the 
preschool children in the state 
are not fully protected against 
diseases for which effective 
immunizations 
are 
readily 


available. 
The 
special 
immunization 
“ billing” has been organized by 
the Woman’s Auxiliary to the 
Missouri 
State 
medical 
Association as an educational 
program to help increase im­ 
munization levels in the state. 
October was chosen for the 
mailing to coincide with the 
observance 
of 
national 
Immunization Action Month. 
The project has been ap­ 
proved by the council of the 
Missouri 
State 
Medical 
Association, and the Missouri 
Division of health is cooperating 
in the statewide effort. 
Mrs. William R. McPhee of 
Kansas City, president of the 
Woman’s Auxiliary to MSMA, 
has sent a letter to each of the 
4,700 members of the state 
medical association describing 
the project and urging par­ 
ticipation. Her letter included a 


form for physicians to use to 
request supplies of the im­ 
munization 
timetables 
and 
record books for distribution to 
patients. 
“ The early response has been 
tremendous,” 
Mrs. 
McPhee 
says. “ The letters went out in 
the last week of July and by the 
first week of August more than 
800 doctors had been heard from 
with requests for over 140,000 
copies 
of 
the 
immunization 
materials.” 
Coordinator of the project is 
Mrs. John Balhuizen of Kansas 
City, who is chairman of the 
auxiliary’s 
health 
education 
committee. 
Mrs. Balhuizen said the health 
education aspects of programs 
of preventive medicine have 
long been of concern to the 
auxiliary, 
which 
has 
1,800 
members 
in 
local 
chapters 
throughout the state. 
“ Our members believe im­ 
munization is one of the best 
ways of cultivating health,” 
Mrs. 
Balhuizen 
stated. 
“ Immunization is not only the 
personal responsibility of each 
of us, but one that embraces our 
families and our communities.” 


Mrs. 
McPhee 
said 
the 
Woman’s Auxiliary was pleased 
to join with the Missouri State 
Medical Association and the 
state Division of health 
in 
sponsoring 
this 
program of 
immunization education. Such a 
program is needed, she said, 
because immunization levels 
have begun to decline in some 
areas of the state and there is 
danger that a disease like polio 
once again might threaten our 


population unless the level of 
protection is raised. 
Jam es E. Donohio, director of 
immunization programs for the 
Division of Health, reported the 
following immunization levels 
for children entering school last 
year: 
Diphtheria-Pertussis- 
Tetanus, 
81.2 
per 
cent; 
poliomyelitis, 77.2 per cent; 
measles, 81.4 per cent; and 
rubella, 77.4 per cent. 
“ At first glance these levels 
may seem fairly high,” Donoho 
pointed out, “ but they don’t 
protect those children who have 
not received all the needed 
immunizations. 
While

overall levels are near 80 per 
cent, 
some

immunization levels less than 
half the statewide averages.” 
Donoho said the Division of 
Health welcomed the interest of

Alter 23 years of teasing pictures out of everyday 
events, this was just another parade to Bill Beall of the 
Washington Daily News.

It was a not, sultry tenth of 
September, 1957, and Beall, at 204 pounds and 36 
years, had one main thought: get the picture and get 
back. He stood there clicking away at the great paper 
dragon as it went by, steeling himself against the 
rattle of firecrackers. Out of the corner of his eye . . . . 
Beall sees the little boy step from the curb, intrigued 
by the floating paper dragon with people legs. But 
after two unsteady steps he faces no paper dragon but 


two long legs in blue. The policeman bends down like 
some vastly older brother, and says in essence, “ The 
firecrackers will get you if you don’t watch out.’’ Beall 
whirls and catches the picture.

The men are imprisoned but 
the navigator is taken under 
the wing of a Japanese war 
lord and is slowly changed into 
a Samurai, a vassal of his mas­ 
ter. The navigator is caught up 
in a power struggle for control 
of Japan and also falls in love 
with Mariko, a married Sa­ 
murai woman. 
This latest book follows an­ 
other best-seller by Clavell: 
“ Tai Pan.” He also wrote 
“ King Rat” and wrote, pro­ 
duced and directed the film, 
“ To Sir With Love.”

Commission rules 
on campaign law 


POINT LOOKOUT, Mo. (AP) 
— Candidates for political par­ 
ty county committees must file 
all reports required by the new 
state campaign disclosure law, 
the Missouri Elections Commis­ 
sion tentatively decided Satur­ 
day. 
The ruling must be endorsed 
a second time by the commis­ 
sion before it takes effect. 
The measure is designed to 
clear up confusion over the le­ 
gal status of persons who run 
for committeeman and com- 
mittewoman. 
Prior to a weekend meeting 
here, commissioners had ex­ 
pressed a preference for ex­ 
empting such candidates, say­ 
ing they technically are not 
government officials and are 
not covered by the law. 
But Charles Valier, counsel to 
Gov. Christopher S. Bond, ar­ 
gued Friday that exempting the 
committee 
candidates 
could _ 
create a m ajor loophole in the 
law. He said persons seeking 
other offices could escape dis­ 
closure by masking contribu­ 
tions to their own campaigns as 
donations to the committee can­ 
didates who endorse them. 
And the commission noted 
that county committee mem­ 
bers wield significant influence 
with their endorsements. 
State Republican Party chair­ 
man Lowell McCuskey of Linn 
said he thinks such a ruling by 
the commission will discourage 
people who might be Interested 
in running for committee posts. 


He said he doesn’t see where 
the post carries the influence 
some say it does, particularly 
in the rural areas. 
Democratic party Chairman 
Jam es Spain of Bloomfield said 
he thought such a ruling would 
discourage people from taking 
part in the political process. He 
said the ruling carries a good 
thing too far. 
Dr. Robert Karsch of Colum­ 
bia, a member of the commis­ 
sion, defended the action. He 
said whenever a law such as 
this is passed there is an outcry 
against it. Karsch, a political 
science professor at the Univer­ 
sity of Missouri-Columbia, said 
the offices of committeeman 
and committeewoman are set 
up by state law, they are cho­ 
sen in public elections, and 
they have statutory duties.
